No one pays much attention 
to the harmless college yell, 
“Two, Four, Six, Eight, Who do 
we appreciate?” But substitute 
for a playing field the public

agers “Two, Four, Six, Eight, 


We don't want to integrate,” be- 
comes a yell Gifferent in kind 
from its athletic counterpart. 
Public school integration 1n 
Little Rock is three years dis- 
tant from New Orleans. Yet the 
violence exhibited these past 
weeks in Louisiana finds its 
roots in Little Rock. For that 
reason documentation of such 
an event is especially valuable 
The Records’ paperback is 
designed for use in introductory 
college courses in English, so- 
cial science and sociology. It is 
a selection of letters, news re- 
ports, court decisions and maga- 
zine articles that give back- 
ground to the Little Rock affair, 
a chronology of the events, and 
a variety of views on its signifi- 
cance. The format includes in- 
struction on footnoting, bibli- 
ographical material and guides 
to writing a research project 
For the student who has no 
other source the Records’ have 
compiled an impressive variety 
of facts and opinions. 
Scholarly Purpose Has Limits 
The scholastic purpose of the 
book severely limits continuity 
and ease of transition between 
selections.

The value of the book’s 
background is that it condenses, 
and makes understandable, com- 
plex legal arguments and cases. 
It further provides a more than 
adequate history of the groups

after the shooting claimed one 
of his captors addressed Pais; 
“They say you are Frank Pais. 
Now they can say you were 
Frank Pais.” He drew his pistol 
and shot him. 

“It was an everyday occur- 
rence to find bodies hung from 
trees and lying in the streets.” 
Signs calling them traitors were 
occasionally pinned on them, 
or a harmless pow¢er bomb 
was placed in their hands to 
give the impression that they 
were shot while attempting sab- 
otage. Twenty thousand non- 
combatant rebels were killed 
during the six year reign of 
Batista. 

“There were no means of 
legal action against Batista. The 
only solution was force.” Risco, 
a pacifist, participated because 
he knew it was the only way 
possible. “There was no special 
bravery involved. It was just 
something that had to be done.”

mon man in Cuba.” Risco be- 
lieves South America and Cuba 
are a mixture of overdeveloped 
urban centers and underde- 
veloped rural areas. “Today, 
the underdeveloped masses, 
aided by the liberals in the ur- 
ban areas are in unrest.” 

“There isn't any definite pat- 
tern or philosophy to guide the 
leaders in Cuba today. Trial and 
error, seeking the institutions 
that will fit with the temper 
and environment of a different 
people is necessary.” Risco be- 
lieves it is a matter of experi- 
mentation to find the best form 
of government and Jiving stand- 
ards.

The primary purpose of the 
research, Williams said, was to 
observe the relationship be- 
tween childhood events and 
adult behavior in primitive so- 
cieties. Williams equated the 
study to the using of a mirror 
to gain more knowledze regard- 
ing our own culture.
